Acheson Warns World E 


Of Imminent Red Peril 


Leaves for London Talks 
With Plea To Rally Power 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—Secretary of State Acheson set 
out for Europe yesterday with a grim warning that the non- 
Communist world faces “increasingly crucial tests in the 
years immediately ahead.” : 

He said that because of the threat of international Com- 
munism, the free nations of the world must speed up the 
mobilization of their “moral and material strength” and 
must do so “with utmost vigor.” 

That, he emphasized in a formal 
statement, will be his own major 
purpose in talking with British re oun

It said consumption this year is likely to average about 3,250 
calories a day for each person, or 10 more than last year’s aver- 
age. The calory is a unit used to measure the energy valw 
of food. 

The daily caloric requirements for individuals vary by age, 
sex and type of activity. But they range from a few hundred 
for infants to upward of 4,000 for men engaged in heavy activity. 

For example, the average farmer’s wife is said to need 
about 2,600 calories a day; the average city housewife about 
2,300 calories; the average active farmer from 3,500 to 4,000, a 
sedentary man about 2,400; and the average nursing mother

the late Capt. William A. Fuller, 
train conductor hero of the War 
Between the States. 

Ceremonies will be held at the 
Cyclorama in Grant Park at 3 p. 
m., with City, State and County 
officials participating. 

A resolution, introduced by Ful- 
ton County Rep. Luther Alverson, 
to strike and present the medal 
was passed during the last session 
of the Georgia Legislature. 

Se su ion to award the 
medal came Georgia Gov. 
Joseph E. Brown in a message to 
the General Assembly, dated Nov. 
6, 1862, but “in the turmoil and 
confusion,” his recommendation 
was not carried out. : 

Capt. Fuller was conductor of 
the passenger train seized April 
16, 1862, by Federal soldiers in 
disguise at Kennesaw “with the 
full purpose of burning the bridges 
and destroying the track of the 
Western Atlantic Railroad, thus 
severing the main artery of supply 
for Confederate forces in Tennes- 
see.” 

.“Initiative and persistence of 
Capt. Fuller and others in circum- 
venting the Federal plan” will be 
recognized in ceremonies here. 
“Honorable mention” citations ac- 
companying the medal are direct- 
ed to supporters of Capt. Fuller: 
Steve Stokely, Jeff Cain, Anthony 
Murphy, Peter J. Bracken, Flem- 
ing Cox, Alonzo Martin, Jackson 
Bond and Henry Haney.

After working for six years 
on his manuscript, he took the finished work to his friend, John 
Stuart Mill, and asked him to read it. Mill did so and realized 
that this was one of the great books of all time. Before he could 
return the manuscript, a maid threw it into the fire by accident 
and it was destroyed. Mill had the unpleasant task of telling 
Carlyle that this stupidity hdd cost him six years of effort. Carlyle 
didn’t flinch. He calmly told Mill not to worry about it and, after 
Mill left, turned té his wife and told her how sorry he was for 
the worry it had caused Mill. 

Then he went back to work, starting from the very begin- 
ning. The finished manuscript was an even greater book 
than the first. Carlyle walked away from his disappoinment. 
He didn’t give up, but was able to make a fresh start and 
carry through even more ; 

Actually you can profit from disappointmeénts if you don’t let 
them discourage you. When Thomas Edison was making his first 


battery, he was disappointed more than 50,000 times in his ex- | 


periments. Finally, one of his associates asked, “Aren’t you dis- 
couraged by so many failures, Mr. Edison?” 

“Why, no,” he replied. “I am making progress, for I have dis- 
covered 50,000 ways it can’t be done. Those are 50,000 experiments 
I don’t need to repeat.” Shortly thereafter he found the secret of 


his battery.

) Cameraman Catches 
1 Scenes Today on Sites 
Ot Battle for Atlanta

The Battle of Atlanta, including the fighting at Peach- 
tree Creek and Ezra Church, began July 20, 1864, with 
Sherman’s Army of 106,000 effectives facing Gen. John B. 
Hood’s forces of 50,000. 

The two armies met on a three-mile front extending 
along Marietta Road, Howell Mill and Collier’s Mill Roads 
and Peachtree Road toward Decatur, following roughly the 
contour of Peachtree Creek. 

The fighting in and around Atlanta, during the follow- 
ing weeks, was as bitter as the War Between the States

The photographic unit was headed by George N. Bar- 
nard, one of the leading photographers of the day.’ Along 
with another famous photographer of the time, Mathew 
M. Brady, Barnard made quite a name for himself ‘“cover- 
ing” the War Between the States pictorially. 
Barnard and Brady, and their assistants, were the first 
men ever to capture on sensitized film the lights and 
shadows, the pageantry and horror of battle. 
They left America a legacy of historic pictures. Of 
particular interest to Atlantans are the scenes Barnard’s 
men made of the fighting in the Atlanta camvaign, Some 
of the landmarks which they photographed still exist today. 
In “shooting” the Battle of Atlanta they made hun- 
dreds of pictures. Each negative required a laborious 
process of coating the glass with silver nitrate suspended 
in collodion. The negative had to be exposed before the 
volatile collodion dried. It also had to be developed imme- 
diately. Prints were made directly on the paper by expos- 
ing it to sunlight.

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Conclusions on Georgia's Political Derby 


All the candidates in the Georgia po- 


litical derby now are on the track—run- 
ning—clad in the always resplendent silks 
of their platforms of rich promises. 

A brief discussion and some conclu- 
sions are in order. 


U. S. Sen. Walter F. George is assured 
of a tremendous vote of confidence by an 
appreciative State. He is one of the Geor- 
gians of our time who has attained great 
national stature. We felt he had earned 
the right to continue his duties without 
the harassment of opposition, no matter 
how slight and however sincerely mis- 
guided. We think it important, therefore, 
that Georgia give him not inerely the as- 
sured and substantial majority, but that 
we use the opportunity to make the vote 
so overwhelming that future Senators 
who may, like him, serve the State with 
notable distinction, shall not be subjected 
to the indignity of a campaign. 


There are two chief candidates for 
Governor. One is the incumbent, Herman 
Talmadge. The other is the former Act- 
ing Governor, M. E. Thompson. We do 
not find it possible to give either unquali- 
fied indorsement. Candor makes it nec- 
essary for us to clarify that position. Wish- 
ful thinking must be excluded. The facts 
are what they are, and the candidates 
are who they are. 


Gov. Talmadge has at least two -very 
positive assets. He has done much to en- 
courage industry, large and small, to come 
to Georgia. This has been practical and 
effective. He has gone strongly down the 
line in behalf of the vital livestock pro- 
gram and of agriculture in general. He 
has genuine know-how in these fields. 
Other factors on the asset side are a sub- 
stantial improvement in the mental and 
tubercular hospitals at Milledgeville and 
Rome. He has initiated plans which will 
greatly improve the State medical school 
and the State Health Department in gen- 
eral. He has kept his hands cff the school 
system and he has extended the merit sys- 
tem. On the negative side is his lament- 
able failure to take a positive stand 
against the Ku Klux element in the State. 
He also has given aid and comfort to those 
who try to say that the simple justice of 
giving Georgia’s Negro citizens equal op-

The manipulation 
of the primary processes to produce an 
early primary and to give the State Com- 
mittee totalitarian powers are not merely 
disturbing, but unnecessary to a man who 
can give the people a record of achieve- 
ment.

Two years ago Mr. Thompson was, ac- 
cording to our best belief, in the hands of 
men who would, by and large, be bad for 
the State. Their influence seems still to 
cling to him. We have no unkind feelings 
for Mr. Thompson and it is with sincere 
regret we repeat an observation made 
before, which is that the ledger reveals lit- 
tle on the positive asset side. He is not a 
man who inspires confidence in his ability 
to carry out his platform or to recognize 
and resist certain influences. We cannot 
evaluate him as possessing as many of the 
positive qualities as his opponent. In so 
doing, we are not overlooking, or lacking 
in appreciation of, his clear stand against 
the Ku Klux mentality and the hoodlums 
who use it to shame Georgia and her 
people. 

There are other candidates in the race. 
Many Georgians will perhaps prefer one 
of them. There are reports of an inde- 
pendent in November. To those who in- 
sist we be “for” one or another, we can 
only say again that we cannot fully in- 
dorse any one of the gubernatorial candi- 
dates and have gone to this length to pre- 
sent the reasoning which ied to that deci- 
sion. To all we promise a forum for their 
views and space for the news of their cam- 
paigns.

Acheson Breaks the Log Jam 


WASHINGTON—Secretary of State Dean G. Acheson has left 
for Europe wth some remarkably interesting ideas in the back of 
his mind. These ideas are sure to have a great impact on the 
progress of Atheson’s crucial talks With his British and French op- 
posite numbes, which will be described and interpreted in reports 
which will sfortly appear in this space, from Paris and London. 
But it is impertant also to understand something of the Washing- 
ton backgrouid of Acheson’s mission. 

For the fat is that the long period of barrenness and sterility 
in the making of American foreign policy seems to be coming to 
an end. Ti®-log jam really began to break very recently, when 
Acheson sulmitted a sort of global policy paper to the National 
Security Coincil and President Truman. This paper was the first 
fruit of the new look at the world situation, ordered by Truman 
after the detision to go ahead with the hydrogen bomb. 

Basis The details of this paper, prepared largely by the State 

Department’s planning staff, are of course secret. But 
it includes two basic assumptions. First, a much greater effort 
must be mad to create what Acheson calls “situations of strength,” 
with which ‘o confront the Soviet- Union. Second, situations of 
strength .can only be created within the framework of a full 
working partiership of the Atlantic powers, including both Ger- 
many and th United States. 

The globél paper was approved unanimously by the National 
Security Council, including Defense Secretary Louis Johnson, al- 
though it ofviously implies a reversal of Johnson’s business-as- 
usual policy. These, therefore, are the basic premises of Acheson's 
position, in his negotiations with British Foreign Minister Ernest 
Bevin and Erench Foreign Minister Robert Schuman. 

These prtmises clearly involve a completely fresh approach to 
a whole serits of vital problems, above all to the problem of Ger- 
man policg,. Acheson and his advisers, including German High 
Commissiorer John McCloy and Republican adviser Jéhn Foster 
Dulles, have reached certain firm conclusions about Germany. 

They believe that a great unshackling of Western Germany is 
sooner or /ater inevitable, and that the unshackling had better be 
done gracffully and voluntarily now, rather than later uneier bitter 
nationalit pressure. But an unshackled Germany must somehow 
be tied frmly in the system of the Atlantic alliance, and must some- 


how corfribute to the defense of that alliance. 

Outline Put these conclusions together with the assumptions 
contained in the global: policy paper, and the new 

French proposal for an “Atlantic high council” to include the 

United Stats, and a fairly obvious policy line emerges. In broad 

outline it is as follows: 

An Atlastic council would be created, in line with the French 
suggestion—an economic and political equivalent of the Atlantic 
pact, with the United States firmly committed to the new body. 
At least in theory, the American commitment would permit the 
British corfidently to play a role of leadership on the Continent, 
and woul¢é answer French «fears of German domination of the 
Continent; Thus in turn the paralysis of Allied policy in Germany 
could be @n 

Germany wotld remain outside the predominantly military At- 
lantic pact. Btt it would become a full member of the new 
council. And through the new organization, Germany would 
make an essenfial contribution to the defense of the West, by 
supplying all serts of materials short of actual armaments, from 
raw steel to trucks, essential to Western defense. 

Meanwhile, the whole complicated occupation apparatus would 
be very largely dismantled, leaving only combat troops, plus some 
sort of basic Allied veto power. At least in the immediate future, 
there would be no rearmament of Germany, but in most other 
ways, the West government would be granted the es- 
sential attributes of sovereignty.

Atlantans Penalize Selves 


Editor Constitution: May we commend you for 
the editorial in your issue of April 29, bringing 
to the attention of your readers the statement 
of an insurance company official that bad driving 
“adds $1,100,000 annually to the insurance cost 
in Georgia.” 

It may interest you further to know that At- 
lanta’s liability and property damage and col- 
lision insurance rates are among the highest of 
any city of comparable size in the South. For 
instance, on a popular 1950 make of car, with a 
driver in the family. under 25 years, the liability 
and property damage rate for standard limits is 
$19 less a year in Memphis than in Atlanta. On 
collision insurance, the rate in Dallas and Fort 
Worth is $18 less than in Atlanta. 


The public does not fully understand that it 
is they who establish the price they pay for in- 
surance; not only their own driving record but 
the accident frequency in their communities. 
Memphis and Dallas, for example, have excellent 
safety programs which have resulted in lower in- 
surance rates. 

In an effort to help reduce the accident rec- 
ord throughout Georgia, the Georgia Association 
of Insurance Agents is co-operating with the 
Georgia Safety Council in bringing to the public’s 
attention during May a program for voluntary car 
inspections. Bad brakes, improper lights and 
other mechanical defects cause about 13 percent 
of all accidents. Remember to “Check Your Car; 
Check Accidents” during May.

The needs of the 


State government, too, are basic. 
Here is a thumbnail review of some of the 


principal needs of the citizens of Georgia: 


THE UNIVERSITY SYSTEM—Last Fall's 
Strayer Report on the State University System 
revealed that Georgia’s rank is below all the 
Southeastern States in relative financial support 
of its system of higher education. The Strayer 
Report pointed out that the student in Georgia 
is bearing a higher percentage of the cost of the 
University System than in other Dixie States. 
The report said that many of the University 
System's buildings are firetraps. It recommended 
that State support of the University System be 
extended to slightly over $13,000,000 yearly and 
peaged there for the next 10 years. 

Strayer Report said the University Sys- 
tem faces a financial crisis. The Georgia Gen- 
eral Assembly, at its last session, did nothing 
about the situation. Later, under an authority 
set up last year by the Assembly, the Board of 
Regents of the University System began planning 
construction of self-liquidating buildings to meet 
some of the needs of the System.

ROADS—aAs always, Georgia now has a vast 
road-building program under way. With Federal 
aid, more and more pavement is being put down. 
But there is great future for even more road- 
building in Georgia. Sorely needed are farm- 
to-market, or post roads. An inkling as to the 
incompleteness of the network of paved roads 
in rural areas is given in a report on school bus 
travel in Georgia. During the school year 1948- 
49, white school buses traveled daily an average 
of 71,286 miles—one way. Of this one-way mile- 
age, 55,473 miles were unpaved. That’s an indi- 
cation. The past session of the Assembly set up 
a new Highway Board, and a long-range highway 
program is in the works. The need for such a 
program is seen in the words of the Tax Revi- 
sion Committee’s report to the General Assem- 
bly. The words: “An official of the State High- 
way Department testified that the abandonment 
of construction and maintenance plans and sur- 
veys made by a preceding administration in favor 
of new plans and new surveys made by an in- 
coming administration has cost the taxpayers of 
Georgia from $50,000,000 to $75,000,000 over a 
period of years.” 


SUMMARY—This brief review of some of the 
basic needs of the State of Georgia shows that 
State income will have to be increased, if the 
needs are met.

Tax Revision 


Outlook Doubttul 


WASHINGTON — Sen. Walter F. George, 
_ Chairman of the powerful Senate Finance Com- 


mittee, has sounded a note of pessimism over: 


prospects for bringing about any marked reduction in the wartime- 
imposed.excise taxes which the public and business interests of the 
country are demanding and which President Truman recommended 
at the beginning of the session. 

The Georgia Senator, who will be a key figure in any tax legis- 


‘lation passed by Congress this session, now feels that the growing 
‘Federal deficit, necessitated by increased defense expenditures 


brought on by continued tension in the “cold war,” will work 
against tax revision at this time. 

Sen. George’s latest views on the subject were expressed in a 
speech he delivered before a private dinner gathering of Georgia 
business leaders, who were here attending the annual meeting of the 
United States Chamber of Commerce. Because of his position as 
head of the most important committee of the Senate, the committee 
which has the final word in all tax and revenue legislation, his re- 
marks would have attracted national attention had they been in an 
open forum. 

He reminded the Georgia business leaders that the Federal 
deficit for the current and next fiscal year will run, on the basis of 
present revenues, between $12,000,000,000 and $14,000,000,000—a 
rather staggering amount for peacetime operations. 


Congress, he said, is anxious to reduce many of the excise 
taxes, but will find it difficult to impose other levies to make up the 
loss in revenue sustained by reducing or eliminating the nuisance 
taxes. 

And if a tax bill is passed which fails to provide as much new 
revenue as the amount lost through reduction of the excise levies, 
the President, he warned, is certain to veto it. Under those circum- 
stances, he declared, Congress would uphold the President’s veto. 


It was not a very promising picture which the Senator painted 
on the prospects for tax revision. At the beginning of the session 
he and others had hoped to bring about substantial reductions in 
Federal expenditures, he said. But the tension in the international 
situation has made this virtually impossible. | 

From the way things are shaping up, he frankly admitted that 
he now is unable to hold out much prospect for lowering or repeal- 
ing the excise taxes. 


Rep. Sidney Camp, of Newnan, a high-ranking 
Camp Agrees member of the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, which is presently engaged in writing a tax revision bill, 
was inclined to agree with Sen. George’s estimate of the situation. 
He said the House committee was apparently going too far in order- 
ing excise reduction without assurance of finding seurces to make 
up for the revenue loss. Already the House group has tentatively 
adopted reductions amounting to a billion dollars, but is yet to 
take up the problem of plugging up loopholes to produce substi- 
tute revenue. 

The dinner at which Sen. George was the principal speaker was 
given in honor of the Georgia delegation in Congress by representa- 
tives of the State Chamber of Commerce, here attending the annual 
meeting of the U. S. Chamber. More than 60 Georgia business 
leaders were present. The meeting was presided over jointly by 
Jesse D. Jewell, of Gainesville, and Christina Mundt, of Atlanta, 
President and Executive Vice President, respectively, of the State 


Chamber. 

: Being a Georgia affair, the dinner was made 
Georgia Products up entirely of Georgia products. It started 
off, for example, with soup made of Georgia-grown soybeans, corn, 
potatoes and peanuts. Next were shrimp from Thunderbolt, near 
Savannah. Then followed chicken from the Jewell poultry proc- 
essing plant at Gainesville and ham from Georgia-faised peanut- 
fed hogs. For dessert there were Georgia peaches on ice cream. 
Pres. Jewell forgot to mention whether the biscuits, ice cream and 
butter came from Georgia. 

Carlyle Fraser, prominent Atlanta businessman, delivered a short 
address in which he sought to lay before the Georgia congressional 
group some of the problems which business has in relation to the 
Government. Representatives of more than a dozen chambers of 
commerce in the State were on hand. 

Perhaps the high note of Sen. George’s extemporaneous speech 
was his warning to the business leaders that whatever they may 
think of the Government of the United States, which is often criti- 
cized for laxness and inefficiency, it is still “the soundest govern- 
ment in the world today.” Here, he said, is the “last hope” of 
men who want stability in government. For this reason he asked 
that the leaders in business give the Government their full alle- 
giance. 

The speech of the Georgia Senator made a deep impression. 
At the conclusion of his remarks he was given a rising ovation, 
with a pledge from the businessmen present to go out and work 
earnestly for his re-election. 


Wood Praised Rep. John S. Wood, of Canton, has received 

high praise from a number of his colleagues in 
Congress for the businesslike and impartial way he has handled 
the affairs of the House Un-American Activities Committee, of which 
he is Chairman. The occasion for the complimentary words came 
when the House voted on the necessary funds for continuing the 
work of the Committee. 3 

One after another, many of Mr. Wood’s colleagues took the floor 
to commend him for the statesmanlike leadership he has given the 
Committee. Rep. Burr P. Harrison, of Virginia, for example, told 
the House that the Georgia member's “abiding horror of sensation- 
alism and his conscientious attention to the responsibilities of his 
chairmanship” had provided the “balanced approach” ef the Com- 
mittee “which has proved notably productive.” 

Others heaping similar praise on the Georgian include Rep. 
Francis E. Walter, of Pennsylvania; Rep. William M. Colmer, of 
Mississippi, and Rep. Hale Boggs, of Louisiana. Mr. told 
the House that “under the chairmanship of the gentleman from 
Georgia this Committee has become one of the most important 
and useful bodies in the House of Representatives.” Mr. Wood, he 
said, had “worked diligently, without fanfare and without notori- 
ety,” showing no favoritism to either Democrats or Republicans.

Plant laboratories, meanwhile, 
will enable manufacturers to 
discover new processes, uncover 
new products and markets, trim 
production costs. 

The SASI people undoubtedly 
would resent the thought that 
such a project is mere theory. 
They point out that it is a work- 
able fact. 

Areas where industry thrives 
more than in the South use re- 
search, Figures show an aver- 
age of 52 industrial researchers 
for every 10,000 workers as a 
national average, but only 10 to 
10,000 in the South. 


GROWTH—The SASI is a 
brainchild of the Alabama 
Academy of Science. That or- 
ganization never was a group of 
long-haired dream guys who 
spent time contemplating the 
stars, but they came up with a 
particularly practical pitch back 
in 1940. 

Pres. George D. Palmer, the 
chemistry professor at the Uni- 
versity of Alabama, proposed 
that Southern scientists could 
make definite contributions to 
the expansion of regional indus- 
try and business. He suggested 
research. 

The scientists decided, how- 
ever, there was little need for 
them to convert each other on 
the idea. They agreed in the 
first place. So, in 1942, they in- 
vited businessmen to join in the 
Southern Association of Science 
and Industry.

The woods are now full of jack-in-the-pulpits, trillium, Solomon's 
seal, both true and false, and many other wild flowers. Unfortu- 
nately, the woods are full of poison ivy, too. Watch for the vine 
with clusters of saw-toothed leaves, three to a cluster. Stay away 
from poison ivy, but if you contact the runners or roots before you 
have been warned by the telltale leaves, rub your hands and arms 
with a paste made from ordinary yellow laundry soap. Calamine 
solution and other applications to relieve the irritating blisters pro- 
duced by contact with poison ivy may be purchased at drugstores. 

When attempting to transfer wild flowers and shrubs from 
the woods, be careful to keep the roots intact. Spade around them 
with a trowel and take up as much of the woods earth around the

them in a crocus or gunny sack (burlap bag to you scientists). 

Also, be kind to the trees in your yard. Don’t bark their tender 
shins with the lawn mower when you are trimming the lawn. 
Better still, remove the sod for a space of 10 inches at the base of 
each tree. Remember, it requires 15 to 20 years for a maple, syca- 
more, poplar, elm or willow to make a desirable shade tree. 

This is the time of year when moths are laying eggs on trees, 
so start spraying or dusting now to discourage the caterpillar and 
web worm pests that are sure to follow. Canker worms prefer 
wild cherry trees, while the mimosa web worm defoliated many 


beautiful ornamental mimosa trees here last Summer.

Popular Flowers 
Easy To Produce 


Annuals are the easiest of all 
flowers to grow. You plant 
them from seed and get colorful 
blooms the same year. This 
group includes the popular pe- 
tunias, marigolds, asters, morn- 
ing- glories, four o’clocks and 
zinnias. 

Perennials are those plants 
that return year after year, al- 
though some of them may not 
bloom the first year they are 
planted. They all need regular 
feeding and care. Popular per- 
ennials are phlox, iris, poppies, 
peonies and chrysanthemums. 
Among the perennial bulbous 
plants are crocus, tulips, narcis- 
sus and day lilies. Nor should 
we forget the little lily of the 
valley which grows from tuber- 
ous roots called “pips.” 


Caladiums Like 
Shaded Sections 


Fancy leaved caladiums grow 
well in the shade. They should 
be started in a 50-50 mixture of 
sand and leaf mold until the 
roots are well developed. Then 
they should be potted in rich 
soil. Do not transplant to the 
garden until the weather is defi- 
nitely warm. The elephant ear 
type can be planted directly in 
soil out of doors after the 
weather is warm and settled. 


Soil Looseners 


Wood ashes are valuable for 
loosening heavy red clay soil. A 
generous mixture of black woods 
earth will also improve the red 
clay garden. 


To keep abreast of new de. 
velopments, these men have 
formed associations.

What kinds of grasses are 
we going to plant in our front 
yard? This is the first decision to 
make. An error will mean losing 
a year or more in time to say 
nothing of time, labor, money 
and disappointment. 


Shady .Lawns: .The shaded 
areas always offer a difficult 
problem because shade trees or 
shrubs, which provide the shade, 
are also using up the valuable 
moisture and food in direct com- 
petition with the grass that we 
are planting. Also, many grasses 
such as Bermuda require more 
sunshine than can be obtained 
in the shade. 

In shaded places we must se- 
lect grass that naturally grows 
in the shade. In the second place 
we must provide sufficient food 
and moisture for the grass as 
well as the other plants that are 
making the shade. Most seed 
houses make up special mixtures 
of lawn grass seeds for shady 
areas and the bulk of these mix- 
tures are usually Kentucky 
Bluegrass, poa trivialis, and cer- 
tain varieties of bent grasses. 

Semishade Areas: Most of our 
lawns provide a combination 
problem of partial shade and 
partial full sunshine, and these 
give us our most difficult prob- 
lem. In that portion of the lawn 
where the heaviest shade oc- 
curs, special treatment such as 
outlined for shady lawns must 
be followed and in any large 
area of the lawn, which is ex- 
posed to the full sunshine, only 
sunloving grasses can be used. 

The evergreen lawn grass seed 
mixtures as usually sold in seed 
store and garden shop gener- 
ally have this type area in mind 
when making up their formulas. 
The basis of these mixtures is 
Kentucky Bluegrass, and added 
to if are red top, poa trivialis, 
and usually a small amount of 
rye grass to provide a nurse 
crop which will hold the soil 
until the slower germinating 
Kentucky Bluegrass has started. 

The Sunny Area: There is 
probably no better combination 
of grass for sunshine areas than 
Bermuda .for the Summer and 
rye grass for the Winter» Ber- 
muda grass usually begins to 
grow about the first of April, 


is looking pretty by the first of 


May, and will continue at its 
best until about the first of No- 
vember. Rye grass, usually 
planted in October, is looking 
pretty good by November, and 
is at its best until May or June. 
So, the combination of these two 
grasses makes a very good year- 
round lawn. 

Zoysia Matrella: A few words 
should be said about this vari- 
ety commonly known as Manila 
grass. It has unusual possibili- 
ties and fills a needed gap in 
our shady lawn problem. While 
it grows better in the sun it will 
grow in deep shade. Plant from 
stolons only. It’s slow to start, 
expensive to plant because of 
the hand labor involved, but 
well worthwhile for those very 
shady spots. 


Bushes and Vines 
Require Pruning 


Blackberry and raspberry 
bushes should be pruned now 
if the dead canes were not cut 
off last Fall after the bearing 
season. Pruning can be done 
while the plants are dormant. 
Grapevines require annual prun- 
ing. A vigorous grapevine ap- 
proaches the growing season 
with many more buds than are 
required for a good crop. A 
vine trimmed so that only 40 
buds on last season’s wood re- 
main will produce the most 
grapes.

Well-Fed Trees 
Best Able to 
Resist Borers 


Like their human counter- ) 


parts, insect fifth co'umnists ex- 
ploit weaknesses of their in- 
tended victims. Among the more 
malignant “undercover agents” 
of bugdom are the borers. Their 
sabotage can spell the sawdust 
trial for many fine trees this 
Spring and Summer. But tree 


experts are on to their tricks 
and, with co-operation of home 
owners, can foil them by build- 
ing up strong arboreal defenses. 

These borers from within are 
apt to be reported in unprece 
dented numbers where drouth 
and other factors have reduced 
the vitality of trees, says Henry

The 
likely preventive is tree feeding 
over the entire root area with 
special fertilizer high in nitro- 
gen content For rule-of-thumb, 
the fertilized area should ex- 
tend at least as far 1s the branch 
spread. 

Oddly enough, feeding not 
only restores lagging vitality but 
helps slack arboreal thirst. 
Davey experts have found that 
well fed trees thrive through 
drouths that take a toll of neigh- 
boring unfertilized trees. Appar- 
ently the well developed roof 
systems are better able to find 
and pick up whatever moisture 
is available. 


DDT to Rescue 


DDT is helpful for flowers as 
well as vegetables. Dusting or 
spraying will destroy caterpil- 
lars, beetles and leaf hoppers.

Gardenia Bushes 
Need Tender Care 


Many gardeners have ex- 
pressed worry about the leaves 
on their gardenia bushes turn- 
ing brown or yellow so early in 
the Spring. This is not always 
due to a blight. The long period 
of dry weather injured many 
shrubs before last week’s rains 
came. Shrubs need plenty of 
plant food. Most of them prefer 
acid soil, Sprinkling one pint of 
plain Epsom salts around each 
gardenia bush has been known 
to help growth. Spray the leaves 
with soap suds to clear away the 
dirt left by last year’s white 
flies. They require frequent wa- 
tering. 


Roses Require 
Frequent Dusting 


Roses should be sprayed or 
dusted every two weeks with 
one of the special all-purpose 
rose combination sprays. or 
dusts. For all kinds of insects 
that appear use a Pyrethrum 
spray. For mildew on crape 
myrtle use bordeaux mixtures. 
For scales on privets and ligus- 
trums use Volck or any good oil 
emulsion spray. There are spe- 
cial sprays for peaches and ap- 
ae that are necessary for good 
ruit. 


Grass Under Trees 
Needs More Food 


“Grass won't grow under my 
trees,” is an oft repeated state- 
ment. There are at least two rea- 
sons for this. First, the grass is 
not getting enough food and 
drink in competition with the 
spreading tree roots. More fer- 


tilizer must be used. Second, the” 


grass may not have been se- 
lected for its ability to grow in 
shaded areas. Ask your seeds- 
man what kind of grass seed to 
buy for such a location. 


Avoid Crowding 
In Setting Trees 


Many home owners try to 
rush home planting effects by 
setting out twice as many trees 
as will be needed. It is hard to 
take out every alternate tree 
after you have watched them 
grow from infancy. Be careful 
to avoid overcrowding when the 
trees grow to maturity.

THESE INTERESTING PEOPLE 
Heroic Ex-Policeman 
Turns to Flowers 


By BETSY HOPKINS 


That night in 1946 when flames lashed the Winecoff 
Hotel and the Police ent joined the Fire Depart- 
ment and an army of civilians in a losing battle against dis- 
aster, a heroic policeman was injured in the fight. But 
he stayed on at his until the sun rose and there was 


nothing more he could do. 

The policeman was B. B. White, 202 Clifton St.,S. W. His back 
was broken and he was permanently disabled. The Police Depart- 
ment gave him a pension, and after weeks in the hospital he re- 
turned to his home to nurse, in idleness, a constant pain. 

But his wife had an idea, and the two of them followed it up. 
It was the flower business. She loved designing and, with a few 
courses in flower arranging, managed to polish up an already strik- 
ing native ability. 

White, an ex-wrestler, was interested the business end. And 
he loved flowers. He had tender memoriés of those times when, as 
a boy, he would tuck strange, new varieties of bulbs into the black 
soil, and then would wait, with a sort of heady anticipation, for 
the Spring to come and show him the fruits of his labor. 

So the Whites turned to flowers, and 1948 found them in their 
own shop, working together with the help of a boyhood friend, Bill 
Brady, a public relations counsel, whom White says “taught us how 
to put conscience into our business, and how to do to others what 
we would have them do to us—only he taught us how to do it first.” 

White has found flowers a deeply satisfying business. 

“They satisfy a basic urge inside of all of us,” he explains. 
“It’s that desire for something gregén, and living; something that 
comes from nature Flowers showddn’t be a luxury. Everyone 
shoule have them—and have them cheaply, because they fill a 
basic need in our lives.” 

The ex-policeman has found such fulfillment in the roses and 


orchids, the pansies and Sweet William and the other bright eS + in 


flowers that splash against the walls of his shop. 
He has come to find that this strange, and sometimes appar- 


‘ently meaningless, force that shapes human lives often creates 


something hopeful and deeply satisfying out of such unlikely stuff 
as personal tragedy.

One would think that the dis- 
tinguished actress who wrote 
this dramatic first novel would 
draw upon her vast experience 
in the theater as the background 
for her initial literary effort. 

On the contrary, the theme of 
her novel stems from her abhor- 
rence of prejudice. Her princi- 
pal characters are a Vermont 
woman, Pax Lyttieton, and a 
refugee child, a truculent 11- 
year-old boy, caught in the 
maelstrom of war and who is be: 
lieved to be a Jew. She adopts 
the lad, knowing full well she 
would incur the hostility of fam- 
ily, friends and town folk. The 
youngster, product of a concen- 
tration camp, proves to be a 
square peg in a round hole in 
an American home. He couldn’t 
speak English and all Pax knew 
about him was the meager dos- 
sier she received from the 
agency who arranged his adop- 
tion. 

Pity for a mass of suffering 
humanity motivated Pax and 
Miss Chatterton’s spinning of 
her serious story reveals a deft 
talent coupled with a warm love 
of humanity. 

Miss Chatterton got the idea 
for “Homeward Borne” during 
her wartime work in a free 
Palestine. She planned it origi- 
nally for a play, but a writing 
friend suggested that it was a 
natural for a novel. She wrote 
it and submitted the manuscript, 
using a pseudonym, to Simon 
and Schuster editors. They 
liked it and published it. A well 
written, poignant story, you will 
like it, too.

This novel starts slowly, final- 
ly gathers speed after the author 
knits her preliminary. plot to- 
gether through a series of flash- 
backs that delve deeply into the 
lives of all her characters. Rose 
emerges from her insipidity, but 
the reader is apt to become im- 
patient with her. The story needs 
comedy, or something, to relieve 
its tedium. Heigh ho! Here we 
go,’ telling Fannie Hurst how to 
write. It must be the heat. Just 
the same, “Anywoman,” in our 
opinion, lacks the Hurstian 
touch.

We 
use the words bathos today to 
indicate pathos, or a ridiculous 
drop from the lofty to the com- 
monplace.

Greek hero, but Boccacio, Chau- 
cer and Shakespeare sullied his 
mame and nowadays a pander is 
a pimp, producer and gobetween 
in illegal love affairs.

The author of this book is editor and publisher of 
Southern Gardening, a quarterly publication devoted to 
the home and garden, published at Forsyth, Ga. He is 
no “armchair” gardener, since he has followed his profes- 
sion of landscape architecture in the Southeast for the 


past 36 years. 

In addition, he has a lovely 
garden of his own and experi- 
mental grounds located in Ala- 
bama, Georgia, Florida and 
North Carolina, where tests are 
carried on constantly to deter- 
mine the accuracy and depend- 
ability of the information he 
passes on to his readers. 

The objective of this book, a 
handsome volume printed on 
high-grade paper, he explains, 
is to awaken the South to the 
extraordinary po§$sibilities it has 
in the incredible number of val- 
uable plants endemic in this 
area and explain how they may 
be used to beautify and enhance 
the value of our highways, 
parks and estates. 

“Native shrubs are enduring,” 
Hoffman writes. “They create 
a picture that will last a life- 
time, a picture that may be 
passed on to future generations, 
whereas less vigerous horticul- 
tural species or those unsuited 
to local conditions will need to 
be replaced within a few years.” 

This is essentially a “how to” 
book that garden and flower 
lovers will take to their hearts. 
It contains just about all there 
is to know about our native 
plants with instructions on such 
matters as collecting, trans- 
planting, fertilizing, pruning, 
mulching and general care. 

Included is a chapter on how 
the plants got thcir names and 
what their Latin names mean. 


There is also a scientific name 


index. 

This book deserves an hon- 
ored place in the home library, 
since where there is a home 
there is bound to be a garden. 
It will make a wonderful gift 
for an yoccasion.

His fellow soldiers, from first

to last, are sympathetic, or at. 


least tolerant. His officers, how- 
ever, blow their tops as they dis- 
cover that they cannot inculcate 
in this youngster the insatiable 
desire to kill which it is their 
sworn duty to arouse in all the 
troops. They put him on kitchen 
police, make him clean latrines, 
try to prove he’s insane or 
cowardly, and almost pin a theft 
on him. If they can’t force him 
to accept a gun, they can at any 
rate ship him off to areas where 
guns are fired, and he is cheated 
out of a furlough. In short, they 
throw the whole book at him. 
Though there may be a good 
deal of realty behind the story 
afd the incidents, it comes out 
unreal in the writing. Intended 
to look like a thoroughly good 
man, Heath sometimes looks 
merely silly. As a finished job, 
this does not come up to the idea 
and the promise.—W. G. R.

NELSON THE SAILOR, by Capt. Russell Grenfell; Mac-

England’s greatest fighting admiral was a man who— 
Got his captaincy at an early age through neptism; 
Suffered chronically from seasickness; 

Touched no land for two years one time; 

Made almost a habit of disobeying commands at critical 


moments; 

Saved England from Napoleon 
while so disabled he could not 
have had active service in a 
modern navy; 


Held very limited ideas on 
strategy; 


Threw over his first love and 
married for money, then scan- 
dalized England with his love 
for Lady Hamilton; 

Had what seemed a certain 
premonition of the death that 
came during his greatest vic- 
tory, Trafalgar. 

These are some of the points 
brought out in Capt. Grenfell’s 
slim biography of a favorite bio- 
graphical subject. 

Although Adm. Nelson is, of 
course, the prime hero of 
England’s naval service. Gren- 
fell is no blind hero worshiper. 
He pays full tribute to the 
maimed genius for leadership, 
aggressiveness and tactical in- 
spirations, but points to the 
blockades he blundered, the 
wrong guesses he made, the 
faulty strategic conceptions he 
held, the orders he disobeyed, 
mistakenly (as well as rightly) 
and the circumstance that the 


gunnery skill of English seamen 
seems to have been one of the 
real keys to the victory at Trafal- 
gar, rather than tactics not ex- 
ecuted exactly. 

Grenfell won a wide audience 
with “The Bismarck Episode” 
and should claim more readers 
with this volume.

COLUMBUS—/)—Georgia Ne- 
gro physicians and pharmacists 
unanimously adopted a resolution 
here yesterday asking that they 
be admitted to full practice in all 
public supported health institu- 
tions, 

At the close of the group’s 57th 
annual convention, the doctors and 
pharmacists went on record with 
@ request that “qualified” Negro 
college graduates be allowed to 
enter and complete prescribed 
courses of study for a degree at 
the University of Georgia Medical 
School. 

Copies of the resolution, signed 
by Drs. T. H. Brewer, Sr., W. A. 
Davis and W. G. McCoo, will be 
forwarded to the Board of Regents 
of the University of Georgia, the 
Georgia Medical Association and 
the Georgia Health Department. 

The group also asked: 

1, That Negro physicians be. 
granted the privilege of joining| 
any organized group of medical. 
practitioners, whenever and wher-'

The DeKalb County School 
System is composed of eight 
white. high schools and 23 ele- 
mentary schools, three Ne- 
gro high schools and eight Ne- 
gro elementary schools, with 
a total enrollment of approxi- 
mately 13,000 children. 


At this time the DeKalb County 
Board of Education is in the midst 
of a $2,000,000 school expansion 
program. This includes additions 
and improvements to the existing 
school buildings in the county and 
the construction of four new 
schools, three white and one Ne- 
gro. These new schools will be 
fully modern, fire resistant build- 
ings, located in the areas that are 
thickly populated as“a result of 
the building boor.. 

The DeKalb County Board of 
Education has authorized the tran- 
sition from an il-year system to 
a 12-year system. This transition 
now is in progress and in Septem- 
ber, 1951, the first twelfth grade 
will begin. Adjustments in the 
program from the first through the 
eleventh grades are being made. 
These changes should result in a 
school program more adaptable to 
the needs of the children and one 
that contains more opportunities 
for all age levels. 

The elementary schools are or- 
ganized with grades one through 
seven. When the transition is 
completed to a 12-year program, 
the high schools will contain 
grades eight through twelve.

‘The need for new water sources in DeKalb County developed primarily with the 
growing needs and limited raw water supply of the county seat and immediate adja- 
cent territory. Decatur with a population of approximately 17,500 people could not treat 
and pump sufficient water for city needs and surburban requirements.

When larger mains are required 
the system absorbs the difference 
as a necessary part of the expense 
of obtaining additional supply for 
other extensions than the street 
represented by the petition. 

A master plan of construction 
which divides the county into a 
complete grid system is carefully 


followed in arriving at the proper 
size of main to be laid on each 
street forming the boundary of any 
block.. Main pipes lying within 
the boundary of any governing 
block are laid of sufficient size to 
give fire protection and furnish 
adequate domestic service on the 
street without regard to extension 
outside the grid block. 

The original filter plant, design- 
ed to filter and treat 10,000,000 gal- 
lons daily, has been in operation 
since 1942. Peak loads in the Sum- 
mers of 1948 and 1949 called for 
a delivery of 13,000,000 gallons per 
day, which was 30 percent beyond 
capacity of the plant. 

The water system is now com- 
pleting an addition to the filter- 
treatment plant, enlarging the ca- 
pacity to 16,000,000 gallons per 
day, and allowing for peak loads of 
approximately 20,000,000 gallons 
daily.

This gives Georgia an in- 
come of $366 per capita from these two sources alone, or a gain 
of 446 percent over the similar figure of 1900. 

After North Carolina, South Carolina and Georgia, Alabama 
follows with a gain of 419 percent and then Virginia with 417 per- 
cent.

E FIRST saw Rhoda Terra modeling fur 
coats in the window of a Boston depart- 
ment store. 

Charles Cerce, wealthy, 45-year-old advertis- 
ing agency executive, was impressed with her 
beauty, her poise and grace. Later, he sent his 
personne! director to interview her. 

“Mr. Cerce wants you to come to work for 
him,”’ the personnel man told her. ‘He'd pay 
you double what you're getting now.” 

Rhoda accepted. In addition to modeling 
for advertisements, she became his personal 
secretary—and often went to dinner with him. 

Soon Cerce proposed to her. 

“I've always wanted a beautiful wife,’ he 
said. “Iam a widower. Will you marry me?” 

“Yes,” she said. “I've always wanted secur- 
ity. Life has always been a struggle for me.” 

“IT want your beauty, and you want my secur- 
ity,’ he said.

That night she demanded that they move 
into the country where they could be alone. 
Cerce protested, but Rhoda insisted until they 
purchased a farmhouse in Cape Cod. 

Cerce had to spend an hour and a half com- 
muting, morning and evening.

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Fame Came Readily to the Swedish Nightingale but There Were Heart- 
breaks—And a Man Too Shy to Propose—Along the Road to Romance

EN and women paused and stood spell- 
bound on a street in Stockholm, Sweden, 


as they listened beneath an open window 
where little Jenny Lind sat. They went on their 
way feeling strangely refreshed and at peace. 
Youngsters scuffling in the street hushed their 
shouting at the sound of her voice. 

The nine-year-old Scandinavian girl was 
completely lost in the song she was singing. Her 
sole audience—so far as she was concerned— 
was an ordinary gray cat with a faded blue rib- 
bon around its neck. , 

This cat was the dearest friend of Jenny 
Lind, child of poverty. Perhaps that is why she 
was completely oblivious to the crowd and to the 
woman in maid’s uniform who stood among the 
fascinated listeners. 

The maid passed on like the others, but she 
hurried as she went. 

“I’ve just heard the sweetest voice in all 
Sweden,” she told her mistress, the lovely Mile. 
Lundberg, who was a dancing star at the Royal 
Opera House. 

The dancer was curious. She sent for Jenny 
Lind and her mother. They were not an impres- 
sive pair as they stood before her. The child was 
awkward, and not in the least attractive—until 
she smiled. A look of disapproval was stamped 
on the mother’s face. She belleved that dancing 
and acting were snares employed by the devil. 


Then, at Mlle. Lundberg’s request, Jenny 
sang. The dancer’s amazement Was tinged with 
something near to reverence. 

“Your child is a genius,” she said softly and 
a bright p&mise shown in her eyes. 

There were letters of introduction and, de- 
spite her mother’s misgivings, Jenny soon was 
a pupil at the Royal Theatre in Stockholm. It 
had been arranged that the, government would 
pay for training in singing and dramatics. 

Ten years passed like a dream for the young 
prodigy. 

It was the winter of 1839. One of Stock- 
holm’s most magnificent social events was in 
progress. Baronesses and countesses rustled 
their silks and looked appraisingly at their 
neighbors’ jewels. Gold-braided generals rubbed 
elbows with barons and counts. The great cham- 
berlain to King Carl Johan was the most dis- 


tinguished guest. 


Hs splendor lost some of its significance, how- 
ever, when the most beautiful woman in all 
Stockholm made her well-timed entrance. Men 
flocked around her and she was engulfed in a 
hubbub of flattery. 

Then a pale, young girl appeared in the door- 
way to the great salon and stood there momen- 
tarily. Soft curls brushed her cheeks. Her 
dreamy, deep-set eyes were the only gems she 
had to lement her simple white gown. 

She led warmly at her host and pretended 
not to noti¢e that all eyes were turning toward 
her. Before he could speak her name the whole 
room resounded with the cry: 

“Jenny Lind! Jenny Lind!” 

The beauty who had reigned a moment before 
sat neglected in the presence of genius. All 
Sweden loved its 19-year-old “Nightingale.” 

She had made her debut as Agatha in 
Weber’s “Freischutz” during the previous sea- 
son. That performance transformed poor little 
Jenny into a brilliant young opera star. - Her 
small feet were firmly planted on the pathway 
she yearned to travel. 

The homage paid Jenny Lind by Stockholm 
society on the evening of the ball was only-a 
forerunner of the years to come. Berlin and 
London took her to their hearts and all Europe 
recognized the rare quality of her artistry. 

The Swedish Nightingale soared to great 
heights on the wings of her singing before she 
realized that her happiness would never be 
found at the pinnacle of fame. Without her God- 
given voice, she admitted, she undoubtedly would 
have been a plain housewife. And a plain house- 
wife was just what she wanted to be. 

“T have very high thoughts of finding a 
being, to loving whom I could utterly and en- 
tirely surrender myself,” Jenny wrote one of 
her dearest friends just before her 27th birthday. 
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She went home to Sweden from Vienna, where 
she had enthralled many audiences. 

She was looking for love—and she thought 
she had found it as soon as she met Julius 
Gunther, tenor at the Royal Theatre in Stock- 
holm. She accepted his ring and promised to 
be his wife. Immediately she felt trapped. 
Julius belonged to the world she wanted to 
escape. Marriage with him would tie her to the 
theatrical world and itg uncertainties forever. 

Jenny was beginning to share her mother’s 
distrust of show business. She went to London 
for one last season of opera and found courage 
to break her engagement. 

In London she met handsome Capt. Claudius 
Harris of the Indian army. He seemed a dull 
young man at first, but his devotion was touch- 
ing and there was a second engagement. 

“We will live quietly somewhere,” she planned. 
“I want to be near trees; and water and a 
cathedral.” 

It was a vain hope. The captain’s mother 
made it plain that in addition to giving up the 
stage she expected Jenny to be ashamed that 
she ever had performed in a theatre, which Mrs. 
Harris labeled a ‘temple of Satan.” The cap- 
tain’s mother also upheld him in his contention 
that as his wife Jenny should neither be allowed 
to make such singing engagements as she might 
wish, nor to control her own money. The mar- 
riage was impossible for the singer. 
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Jenny ran out on the whole affair by taking 
the first boat to Paris and freedom. 

She hadn’t even heard of P. T. Barnum, the 
great king of ballyhoo, at that time. But a few 
months later she signed a contract with him 
for a series of concerts in the United States. 

Tickets for her first New York performance 
were sold at auction, with the highest bidder 
paying $225 for his seat. After the New York 
season there was a nationwide tour. 

It was then that Joseph Burke stepped into 
the Swedish Nightingale’s life. He was engaged 
by Barnum to play his violin during intervals 
between Jenny’s songs. 

Burke was a handsome young man of wealth 
who could have married his pick of the social 


set, but at 31 he was a bachelor and a music 
teacher who gave an occasional concert. 


OSEPH BURKE had a past, and it may have 

been that telling it to Jenny Lind, during the 
18 months of the tour, was what brought them 
close together. 

The story of Joseph’s love for the songstress 
has been told for the first time by Carl Carmer 
in his recent book, “Dark Trees to the Wind,” 
published by William Sloane Associates (New 
York). 

The humble violinist played valiantly at each 
concert although he knew the audience merely 
endured his performance while waiting to hear 
their idol sing again. He wasn’t jealous when 
he heard the name of Jenny Lind on everyone's 
lips. But he might well have been. 

Joseph Burke could remember well his home 
beside the waters of Galway Bay in Ireland. 
At the age of three he had amazed his parents 
by playing extravagant tunes on the violin. 

When he was five he had appeared in the 
title role of Tom Thumb, at the Dublin Theatre 
Royal. For five years he had enjoyed the repu- 
tation of a boy wonder throughout the British 
Isles. 

Joseph Burke’s mother already was making 
plans to present him in New York at the time 
that Jenny Lind sat in a Stockholm window

singing to her cat. He was a sensation in that 
great metropolis when Jenny was only a school 
girl at the Royal Theatre. : 

The boy wonder became known as the Irigh 
Wonder. His program included portrayals of 
the roles of Hamlet, Shylock and Richard III. 
He held his title for seven years and, unlike 
many child stars, retired with his savings at 17. 

That was when Joseph Burke went back to 
his first love, his violin. He made his second 
debut in New York, as a musician, when he, was 
26. Like other wealthy New ‘Yorkers he bought 
a country place called “Summerville Farm” near 
Batavia, N. Y. 

It was from this ‘hideaway that P. T. Barnum 
summoned him. 

There were several performers on tour with 
the Swedish singer, and Joseph Burke entertained 
them all with his Irish wit and stories of his 
many adventures. 

His happiest hours were spent talking with 
Jenny about mutual friends in the music world. 
Somehow, when it came to anything more per- 
sonal he found himself tongue-tied. THe Irish 
Wonder had become a country clod. 

He longed to invite Jenny to his home, but 
she had to take that matter into her own hands, 

When she had heard the praises of Summer- 
ville Farm for months she finally said; “If only 
I knew where that little home, sweet home, is 
oat you tell me about, how gl&dly I would go 
there.” 

She went to Summerville, and it seems li 
that the singer who wanted to be a housewl 
went with a hopeful heart. 


Terie she and Joseph Burke wandered 
through the peaceful woods and walked be- 
side the Tonawanda River at sunset. He talked 
exasperatingly about everything but love. 

Yet there was love in Joseph’s heart. 

Not long after Jenny's visit to Summerville 
Farm her accompanist was taken ill and she sent 
to Germany for a young, pianist named O 
Goldschmidt whom she had once befriended. 

There were many times when Joseph’s heart 
was heavy after Otto joined the troupe. Often 
when he went looking for Jenny in the hope of 
getting some special attention he found her 
with the pianist. If only he had spoken sooner, 
he chided himself. vn 

The spring day in Boston when Jenny mar- 
ried Otto was a tragic one for Joseph, but, 
wondered if it was any worse than the da 
when he was asked to assist Mr. and Mrs. - 
schmidt in their first concert. 

The wedding that had dealt such a final 
blow to Joseph Burke’s secret love also led to 
the finish of the Swedish Nightingale’s musical 
career. 

The singer and her husband made England 
their adopted home and, although Jenny sang 
publicly for years after her marriage, music 
no longer was her dominating interest. + 

Once, in the years that followed, Joseph 
Burke paid a visit to the Goldschmidt home and 
in a reckless moment that was to cause 
much anguish he said to Jenny: oe ai 

“If I had thought you would marry a mere 
musician, I would have proposed to you.” 

She raised her eyes to meet his own, and 
said the words he never could forget: 

“Oh, why didn't you?” ° 

Joseph Burke returned to Summerville Farm 
a changed man. Night after night he paced the 
floor playing songs Jenny used to sing, on the 
violin she had given him. ee

MAS there ever a life so bleak as hers? 
That was the question going through 
Lois Brooks’ mind as she viewed her 

| situation from a sickbed ten years ago. 

The doctor who had ordered her to bed had

| As though it was not enough to have lost her 

_ health, she was hopelessly in debt and three 
months behind on her rent. 

She had spent the meager savings she had 
accumulated as supervisor of a chain of apart : -. mS 3 ee 
ment houses on doctor bills for her tubercular ~ ? ae : ‘ | ‘ . a | _ = 
brother. Loss of her own health meant the end | . Ee . . ' s . . _ 
of her employment and there was no one to 
whom she could turn for help. 

Her only hope was prayer and she prayed 
fervently for faith and strength to surmount her 
troubles and find a way to carry on. 

In a recent interview with The American 
Weekly, she told how her prayers were answered: 

“I had been ill in bed two or three months 
and was just about at the end of my physical and 
spiritual resources when shortly before Christ- 
mas 1939 I awoke one morning at 5 o'clock with 
an idea.” 

As a young girl Lois Brooks had been a comp- 
tometer operator. She had given up that work 
as dull and confining. However, she had kept in 
touch with tabulating and accounting practices. 
That fitted in with her early morning idea. 
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She picked up a telephone directory by her 
bedside and compiled a list of Los Angeles busi- 
ness concerns which she thought might be inter- 
ested in what she was contemplating. 

When the offices opened for the day Miss 
Brooks placed her first call. The man on the 
other end listened attentively. It may have been 
the Christmas spirit, but more likely it was the 
sound business proposition Lois Brooks outlined 
that interested him. 

“That man was a godsend to me,” says the 
invalid. “He was an answer to all my prayers.” 

When she hung up the phone she had closed 
her first business deal to do auditing in her own 
home. The job paid her $25 a week. 

The next thing to do was to rent a calculating 
machine. For this she had to go $30 further into 
debt, but before the day was over she was in 
business for herself. 

“Apparently I did a good job for 
this man, because he gave me very 
generous references,” she said. 

That first job was the impetus 
she needed to give her courage. Her 
fortunes took an upward swing.

She made-more telephone calls and more and 
more accounts rolled in. In a few months she 
was swamped with business——auditing, account- 
ing, and special engineering problems. [It was 
necessary to hire help. 

With two telephones at her bedside, Lois 
Brooks now heads a business that grosses nearly 
a quarter of a million dollars annually. 

Her California bungalow buzzes with activity. 
Tabulating machines and desks are in all the 
rooms. Nearly two score operators are busy at 
these machines and the piles of records before 
them. 

From her bed in a rear room Lois directs 
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operations with the aid of an inter-communicat- 
ing system and an occasional personal tour in a 
rolling chair. A supervisor and five assistants 
aid her. 

In addition to the employes in her home- 
office she has outside crews constantly at work 
in many business concerns in the Los Angeles 
area. She has an average of 200 employes on her 
payroll. During the peak of last December’s 
rush the number rose to 253.

Her list of clients includes nine major Los 
Angeles department stores, several of the largest

(ois Brooks takes pride in tough assignments, 
like the rush job she did after a company’s own 
staff said it could not be done within the time 
limit set. . 

That was when an Eastern concern which has 
Los Angeles branches called for a special audit 
to be finished in nine days. No one would under- 
take the rush job until Miss Brooks was con- 
sulted. She put special crews to work and 
worked two shifts daily. 

The job was finished in seven days, and Lois 
Brooks had another steady customer. 

Most of the going has been uphill for this 
courageous woman. In 1947 she suffered a re- 
newed attack of pernicious anemia. 

For six months she was confined to a hospital 
bed, four months of which she spent packed in 
ice to prevent blood clots in her veins from 
breaking loose before they were absorbed. This 
attack left her sciatica nerve paralyzed and doc- 
tors said it was remarkable that she survived. 

She did, however, and with her usual pluck 
went right on directing her business over the 
telephone at her bedside. 

Because of her own hardships, Lois Brooks 
employs as many handicapped women as can 
qualify for the work. On her staff are a cripple 
and two deaf giris. 

The relationship of the employer and her 
employes is one of friendship furthered by fre- 
quent office parties and suppers together. 
is a big annual Christmas party, too, with bonuses 
and presents for all—in remembrance of that 
one bleak Christmas that was the turning point 
of Lois Brooks’ life.

The final identifying mark is the courage to 
keep on going when the going on is hopeless— 
the ability, as the sportswriters say, to take it. 

It is a quality of the heart rather than a 
measure of skill. 

You see it in the boxing ring, on the gridiron 
and diamond, in the homestretch, everywhere in 
competitive sports—-and you see it most of all 
in life. Occasionally, it is carried over from the 
one to the other. 

A classic case in point is Oscar Matthew 
(Battling) Nelson, boxing’s onetime great light- 
weight champion. 

Champion? The word was a flower in his 
lapel. ‘He was always one—in the ring and out, 
winning and losing, and in all the years after 
the world forgot him. 

Only recently, at 67, the once famous Durable 
Dane showed again that while he was no longer 
a winner, he never stopped being a champion. 

His large fortune was gone. His Chicago 
post oflice job was doomed. The future was 
bleak. All he could count on was a $29 a month 
postal pension-—and a remote possibility of $90 
a month more for Spanish-American War service. 

But no sponge came sailing out of his corner. 
The old champion still could take it. 

“I have no regrets about the way everythin 
has turned out,” he said. “I lived a full life ied 
had lots of friends.” 

Battling Nelson never backed away from 
anyone in his life. That was his way inside the 
ropes and it remained his way outside them. 

As a boxer, he had no great talent and his 
punch was considerably less than deadly. But 
he was rough and tough—a tireless, plunging 
fighter who refused to lose. His faith in himself 
was boundless and he conquered some of the 
greatest ringmen of his or any other: era. 

He fought more than 300 times and never 
once was there a suspicion of a fix or a shade of 
doubt regarding his honesty-——-a remarkable 
record, considering the not-so-pretty record of 
the profession. 

Nelson came out of Hegewisch, an. industrial 
suburb of Chicago. At first, his parents opposed 
his ring career. But his father was won over 
after a spectacular one-round knockout of Billy 
Rosser, from near-by Pullman. 

There was fierce rivalry between the two 
communities. Nelson raced across the ring at 
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round. 
Yet, in losing his title to Ad Wolgast in 1910,

He retired soon afterwards—to find life a 
more bitter opponent than he ever met in the 
ring. 

In 1913, he married Fay King, the noted 
artist and writer.. But it didn’t last, Nelson 
getting a divorce in 1916 on the ground of 
desertion. 

The Bat made $300,000 in the ring and ran 
it up to $500,000 in real estate. But he held on 
too long. Prices came down and he sold his 
property, piece by piece. ~* 

He gave a fortune to charity and friends in 
trouble. He lent thousands; got little back. 

The man who said there’d never have to be a 
benefit for him was broke 15 years ago. But he 
came from behind again. Eventually, he got 4 
wartime post office job. : 

In 1948, pneumonia was in the other corner. 
It was one of his toughest fights, but the old 
Battler won it. 

Then came a blanket order from Washington, 
terminating the wartime postal clerkships. 

But Battling Nelson was not without friends. 
In Washington, Senator Paul Douglas of Illinois 
campaigned for the Spanish-American War 
pension. Nelson remembered :enlisting in 
Dakotas at 16, but had mislaid the papers. 

The Veterans Administration turned down 
the original pension application. Senator 
said he would reopen the case. “We have a pi 
ture of him in uniform,” he said. 

Nelson, himself, was hoping, to hear from 
someone who served with him. He wanted proof 
of service only because, “I don’t want to have 
to depend on others.” 

James Hotton, his boss at Chicago's main 
post office, appeared in a preliminary to a Nelson 
fight in 1902. 

“Our positions are reversed,” said News 
recently. “He's fighting the main event and 
am a preliminary boy. But that’s life. Why 
complain about it?”

[Fe policeman, on tiptoes, peered through 
: i the drawn and dusty blinds into the dim, clut- 

tered room. He saw, as his eyes grew accus- 
tomed to the gloom, piles of junk, a smail gas 
burner emitting a dull orange glow and a lit- 
tered table. Then he stiffened. 

In a chair at the table, her head tilted back, 
her arms dangling limp, was the old lady. 

She was dead and had obviously been dead 
for some time, doctors said, after police had 
forced entry into the house. Leaving her, the 
party made its way through the littered-up old 
house. Where was the husband? 

In the bathroom, lying on the floor, covered 
with two blankets from his bed, they found him, 
He, too, had obviously been dead for weeks. Like 
his spouse, he had died of natural causes. 

Henry Diffany and his wife, the former Rosa 
Ziesing, were both about 85, and childless. Over 
30 years before they had drawn the blinds on 
their house in Newark, N. J., and withdrawn 
from the world. They had been dead for weeks 
before anyone missed them. 

When it was discovered that they were worth 
$150,000, however, the situation aroused con- 
siderable interest. Every detail became sig- 
nificant. Everything hinged on one question: 
Who died first? 

If Henry had survived his wife, his heirs, 
whoever and wherever they might be, were en- 
titled to the entire estate. If, on the other hand, 
Henry had died first, then Rosa had in that 
interval inherited his property and her heirs 
were entitled to the entire estate. Several dozen 
claimants came forward. A dozen-odd attorneys 
were retained. The case went to court. 

Henry, it was recalled, had been covered 
with blankets. From that, it was argued. that 
his wife had put them there after he had died. 
Her heirs, therefore, maintained that they were 
entitled to the estate. 

His heirs had a different interpretation. Who 
could say, they wanted to know, that Henry had 
not thrown the blankets around his own shoul- 
ders, before going to the bathroom? Or even 
if Rosa had covered him, he could have been 
merely unconscious, and she could still have 
died first. 

The entire question, both sides admitted, was 
an ancient one. The Romans established a rule 
2,000 years ago that if no one knew whether 
father or son died first in the same disaster, 
such as a shipwreck, the father could be pre- 
sumed to live longer than the child. Under the

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Napoleonic code, a person between the ages of 
15 and 60 was presumed to have lived longer 
than someone either younger or older, if no one 
really knew.

This act says that if there is no 
evidence that persons have died 
other than simultaneously, the 
property shall be disposed of as if 
each had survived the other or, in 
less legal language, divided equally 
between the heirs of each. So Judge 
Stein ordered that the estate be 
divided equally between the two 
groups of heirs. ; 

C. Wallace Vail, Newark lawyer 
and senior attorney for Rosa’s 
heirs, and his clients accepted the 
judge’s decision as reasonable and 
final.

a one point of contention in inher- 


itance. That occurs frequently, Vail 
explained, when a husband dies 
leaving everything to his wife who 
in turn dies an hour or two, or a* 
few days, later. In such cases where 
the wife definitely survives her 
husband her heirs get his property through her. | 

To forestall such a situation Vail,. like many 
other attorneys nowadays, suggests that clients 
include a 30-day clause in the will. This provides 
that if the widow does not live 30 days longer 
than her husband, his heirs, not hers, will get his 
property. 

Donald L. Shepherd, a New York insurance 
expert with particular experience in this prob- 
lem, tells what can happen when a wife survives 
her husband, even by a few minutes. 

“A young man,” Shepherd recently told The 
American Weekly, “took out adequate life in- 
surance, with his parents as beneficiaries. His 
father had been a pushcart peddler, and had 
scrimped and saved and broken his health to 
give his son a successful start. The son now 
supported his family comfortably, and his in- 
surance would continue this support in case 
anything happened to him. Then he met a 
lovely girl, fell in love with her, and proposed. 

“Her family objected to the match, but she 
loved him and she accepted him. The day before 
the ceremony, he changed his policy to make 
her his sole heir. He had complete confidence 
that she would do the right thing by his parents. 

“The couple were married in New York, 
started south in his car immediately after the 
ceremony. After driving only a couple of hours 
they were in a bad wreck. People who came 
to the rescue saw that he was crushed beyond 
hope. But they heard her moan. She died on 
the way to the hospital. | 
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“Although she had been his wife for only a 
few hours and lived only a few minutes longer 
than he, she was for those few minutes his sole 
beneficiary. On her death the entire sum re- 
verted to her heirs, who were, of course, her 
parents. They kept every nickel of the money. 

“His parents, in poor health, in old age, grief- 
stricken from the death of their only son, had 
to borrow money to bring their son’s body home 
and bury it. 

“That's why I always recommend a common 
disaster clause, providing that the beneficiary 
must survive the insured for a specified number 
of days, from 1 to 30, before the beneficiary’s 
heirs become the inheritors, rather than the 
insured’s.”’ 


When there is any question as to who died 
first, insurance companies usually pay the 
money to a court, and let the court decide. In 
many instances of simultaneous death, the courts 
rule that the beneficiary dies first. In other 
words, the insurance goes to the heirs of the 
person who paid for it. This still means, how- 
ever, that attorneys’ fees, court costs, and other 
charges cut down the amount of insurance. 

Harry J. Laramee, chairman of the com- 
mittee on death benefits of the New York Life 
Insurance Company, explained that the standard 
forms of his company now contain a simul- 
taneous death clause providing that the bene- 
ficiary must survive the insured by 30 days. 

“We have found,” he said, “that 99 men out 
of ,.100, when they think of the consequences 
should their wives die “shortly after they do, 
would rather see their money go to their family 
than their in-laws.” 

Recently, one of Laramee’s underwriters was 
approached by a man whose nine-year-old son 
showed a definite artistic talent. The father 
wanted to guarantee the boy’s art education. A 
policy was written, naming the mother as bene- 
ficiary for the son, but with a common disaster 
clause. A week after the man had taken out 
the policy and paid a quarterly premium, he 
and his wife were. killed in an automobile 
accident. ss 

Under the terms of the policy, th® boy’s 
guardian was paid, without question, the full 
amount of the insurance to hold for his tuition. 

“Without that clause,’’ Laramee explained, 
“the boy would still have gotten the money, bu! 
only after his guardian went to court for it, and 
minus all sorts of fees and costs.”’ 

Laramee told of another case in which a man 
who carried life insurance perished ifea plane 
crash with his wife and his infant son. Who 
was the ultimate survivor? 

If it was the man, the money would go to 
his closest survivor, a daughter by a previous 
marriage._If the baby boy was the final sur- 
vivor, the money would go to his closest rela- 
tion, the half sister his infant eyes had never 
seen. If the wife was the final survivor, the 
money would go to her heirs exclusively. The 
daughter wouldn't get a cent. 

The matter was further confused by the fam- 
ily’s residence, the state of California, which, 
like Louisiana and Montana, at that time fol- 
lowed the Napoleonic code. A man was there- 
fore presumed to have lived longer than a woman 
or a child. 

The wife’s heirs finally relinquished their 
claim, but not before legal fees took a nice per- 
centage of the total. 

It took New York courts several years to 
decide on another case. Mrs. Mary Lindsay Hid- 
dingh, widowed mother of two children, mar- 
ried RAF Flight Cmdr. David Tomlinson. She 
received permission to join him in England 
during the war but was told she could not take 
the children with her. 

Mrs. Tomlinson, unable to choose between 
her husband and her children, grasped the chil- 
dren in her arms and leaped from the 15th floor 
of a New York hotel. All three were killed. 

Then the question arose: Who Died First? 
If the children, Mrs. Tomlinson’s $100,000 estate

her husband’s share would be legally held to 
only a third, as he was no relation to his wife’s 
children. 

As younger persons are to die 
first under the present British law and Mrs. Tom- 
linson’s legal residence was in England, New 
York courts declared her the survivor. 

Another tragedy brought up a similar ques- 
tion. Neighbors, hearing gunshots, rushed to 
the home of Archibald McCollum in New Jersey. 
They found his wife, Elizabeth, and his t-

Medical School faculty and staff physician of 
several Boston hospitals. 

Dr. Kozol started to give the girl the new 
drug called Mesantoin (Me-zan-to-in) in carefully 
adjusted daily, doses. There was an immediate 
and dramatic beneficial effect. Patricia’s seizures 
were arrested. In the first three or four months, 
under the new medication, she suffered only one 
attack. She still uses Mesantoin daily, in small 
amounts, and has not had one attack in the last 
two years. 

Patricia has been steadily employed as a 
teller in a Boston bank, and her home life has 
been normal and satisfactory. 

This young woman is one of the 200 cases 
of grand mal and other closely related types 
of epilepsy that have been treated by Dr. Kozol 
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—Yet She Was Constantly Despond- 
ent for Fear That Her Affliction 
Would Be Noticed. 
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Sufferers From Seemingly Hopeless Grand Mal 


with Mesantoin alone, or combined with another 


drug. The results of these treatments have now 
been reported in The Archives of Neurology, 


one of the technical publications of The Ameri- 


can Medical Association. ’ 

They show that Mesantoin alone, and in 
some cases combined with the drug Dilantin 
sodium, has been effective in the great majority 
of the treated patients. ; 

In his careful balance sheet of the effects 
of Mesantoin, Dr. Kozol states that 88 per cent 
of the patients were benefited; 12 per cent were 
not improved, or jmproved only slightly. “Great 
improvement” was observed in per cent of 
the cases; that is, there were at least four times 
reduction in the number of attacks. “Improve- 
ment” occurred in 22 per cent; that is, the 
number was halved. 

A 27-year-old woman had suffered from 
grand mal seizures for 22 years, averaging 
12 attacks each month, during the five years 
before ‘she started her treatment with 
Mesantoin. As a result of the treatment, 

she has not had a single attack in 33 

months. 

A 29-year-old man had been hay- 
ing seizures since he Was a year ; 
In spite of using Dilantin soditm 
and phenobarbital, which made him 
very drowsy, he was having fotir’ at- 
tacks a month. But in 33. months of 
Mesantoin treatment he has not had one 
attack. 

A 34-year-old woman continued to 
have seizures, although under treatment 
_ with Dilantin sodium and bromides, Her 
_ worst symptom, however, was a deep men- 
tal depression, which induced in her com- 
pulsive ideas of suicide. Mesantoin sng 


her seizures, so that she has not had a le 
attack in 41 months. She is no longer de- 
spondent. 

Another woman, 45 years old, had devel- 
oped epilepsy after suffering a head injury, 
19 years before she consulted Dr. Kozol. She 
was having 100 attacks a month. Dr. Kozol 
started to give her both Mesantoin and Dilantin 
sodium, and in 11 months she has not had a 
Single attack. 

When in some cases Mesantoin was given 
together with Dilantin sodium the two chem- 
icals acted in “synergy”; that is, their bene- 
ficial effects were enhanced, and the undesirable 
effects of each were cancelled very largely. Like 
all available and known epilepsy controlling 
drugs, Mesantoin has some “toxic,” that is, in- 
jurious effects. Among the undesirable effects 
are drowsiness and in rare cases a tendency to 
produce deficiency of white blood corpuscles. 

Dr. Kozol and other specialists have insisted 
that drugs like Mesantoin must be used only on 
prescription, and under the care of a skilled 
physician, who knows how to adjust the doses 
according to each person’s needs. Under treat- 
ment the patient has to come for regular exam- 
inations. In Dr. Kozol’s hands Mesantoin has 
been gratifyingly effective for numerous pa- 
tients. 

In some cases Dr. Kozol stops the use of 
the drug when the patients have remained free 
of any attacks for two years or more. But 
these patients are periodically checked for any 
symptoms that suggest the return of the disease, 
and at the very first sign of renewed epilepsy, 
medication is resumed. 

No one is considered “cured.” 

Efforts toward the prevention of recurrence 
of the malady succeed more or less only when 
the patient’s whole way of life improves. 

The epileptic should, of course, consult the 
best doctor possible. He can help himself, authori- 
ties say, in several ways. He should avoid alco- 
hol. He should not take even barbiturate sleep- 
ing pills unless these are prescribed by the com- 

tent physician. He should try to live a normal- 
y active life, but should avoid emotional upsets 
and physical exhaustion. Normal physical exer- 
tion is helpful. A woman during menopause 
might be under a tension which might provoke 
an attack in the epileptic constitution.

TH sudden whine of a bullet gave emphasis to 
her angry words. A rustler friend had seen 
the capture. From across the river he fired a 
round of shots into the cavalcade. One man 
was hit before an answering volley drove the 
attacker out of range. : 

The ranchers were spurred to drastic action. 

“Every renegade in the valley will be on the 
trail in a little while,” the spokesman warned.

The cattle kings sent for gun fighters. 

The terms were clear. Each man hired was 
to get five dollars a day with horses provided. 
A bonus of $50 was offered for each “nester 
or rustler the fighters killed. ~~ 

Experts of the fast draw poured in from 
Texas, Montana and from No Man’s Land of the 
Indian Territory. It was good pay for men 
who often killed for nothing. 

Soon an army of some 50 seasoned gun 
fighters were on hand. The expedition set out from 
Cheyenne to swoop down on Johnson County. 

As the invading “army” moved north on 
its mission a scout rode up with word that 
rustlers were holed up at the K. C. Ranch, not 
many miles away on Powder River. - 

At daybreak the next morning the ranch 
house was ringed by the invaders.

Her neighbors soon began 
dropping in to welcome the 
newcomer, She was courteous, 
but her coolness to their ad- 
vances indicated that she pre- 
ferred to be left alone. 

The neighbors felt some- 
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what offended. But chiefly, they were curious. 

Who was the attractive young Mrs. Robin- 
son? Where had she come from, and where was 
her husband? If she was a widow or divorced, 
why did she not choose to live in town, where 
she might meet eligible young men? 

Housewives peered through their starched 
lace curtains to learn more about her. 

Soon they noticed a closed carriage. 

It arrived several evenings a week, shortly 
after dark, and they saw a man, his coat collar 
drawn about his face, enter the cottage. The 
carriage would then drive quickly away. Early 
the next morning it would return to pick up its 
passenger. 

Now the gossips really had something to 
‘talk about. 

Throughout the early months of 1853, the 
eighbors kept their vigil—-and learned very 
ittle more about the mystery woman. 

On the street, she always wore a veil which 

partially obscured her features. Still they 


noticed a strangely tense expression on her face. 
She began stopping with increasing frequency 
at a small general store near by, owned by one 
Timothy Lannagan. 

Then on the morning of May 26, 1853, the 
Troy Daily Whig came out with a news story 
so fantastic that all Troy was stunned. It 
concerned the murder of Timothy Lannagan. 

Timothy Lannagan, his wife, and their four 
children lived in the back room of the structure 
that housed the store. He was a bluff, hearty 
man who sold liquor as a sideline, took a drink 
himself sometimes, and often held noisy parties.

Clearly she wished to avoid being recognized. 


PRICE had questioned the girl most of the night.

There was a reason for his perpetual 
availability. Dr. Pavoni, for 60 years, 
never slept. 

Because of that, thousands of 
Italians murmured excitedly the 
other day over news that came out 
of Almenno San Salvatore, home

for long hours at night reading the 
classics. He learned by heart the 
works of Homer, Virgil and Dante. 

Almenno and the adjacent region 
wil! long miss the kindly old man 
of medicine who could always be 
reached at night. 

Remarkable as was his case, Dr. 
Pavoni isn’t the only rare individual 
who has amazed observers by be- 
ing able to live and enjoy a semblance 
of health without sleep. 

Between the wars, Paul Kern, a 
54-year-old clerk living with a wife 
and three children.in a Budapest 
suburb, disclosed that he had not 
had a second of sleep in 22 years, 
since a grenade splinter struck his 
head on a World War I battlefield. 


HENEVER he felt tired, Kern 

said, he closed his eyes for a 
couple of hours and tried to exclude 
thought. Then, refreshed, he arose 
and ate or read. It took eight meals 
a day to keep up his strength. 

A somewhat similar case was that 
of Lieut.-Col. Cornelius Szekely, an- 
other Budapest war veteran, who 
died at 43 in 1931, after 16 sleep-

town of the round-the-clock doctor. 
A miracle, though an inevitable one, 
had happened at 80 for the good Dr. 
Pavoni. He was sleeping at last— 
and it was a slumber from which 
no human hand would awaken him. 

Dr. Pavoni was a young man of 
20, just commencing his internship 
back in 1890 in a Bergamo hospital, 
when the strange affliction of 
sleeplessness fastened itself on him. 

There was no known cause for it. 
Nor was there a cure. Eminent 
physicians, brain specialists and 
psychiatrists studied him and ap- 
plied their skill in vain. 

Dr. Pavoni tried often to treat 
his own case. Nor did he scruple 
to test the home remedies suggested 
by neighbors. Nothing availed. 


ORTUNATELY, the doctor was a 
philosopher. He lived life as best 
he could 24 hours a day. During the 
sunlit hours he drove himself furi- 
ously, never refusing work. He 
tended a garden and in his younger 
years participated in sports. If he 
exercised sufficiently, he could find 
relaxation—though never slumber— 
at night. 
He married, and reared a family. 
When his professional services 
were not required, he sat at his desk 
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less years. He, too, had a head 
wound. Szekely appeared to enjoy 
normal health until his final years. 
In his last two years he began drink- 
ing heavily and using narcotics to 
offset fatigue. But, so far as doc- 
tors could learn, he remained awake 
until deep slumber came to him a 
few hours before death. 

An elderly Indian millionaire, Rai 
Bahadur Ramijidas Bajoria, won 
world-wide publicity in 1936 by of- 
fering $100,000 to anyone who could 
cure a spell of insomnia that had 
held him sleepless nearly three years. 
There’s no record that anyone col- 
lected. 

Alfred E. Herpin, a 94-year-old 
recluse who died three years ago in 
New Jersey, insisted to the end 
that he had never slept in his life. 
He said he never used meat nor al- 
cohol, but he smoked constantly and 
consumed two pounds of tea weekly. 
Hospital authorities doubted his 
claim that he had never slept, but 
admitted they never caught him 
napping while in their care. 

It's a strange story. Doctors 
agree that the average man can't 
last long without sleep. But they’re 
baffled ‘by the rare exceptions who 
seem to be able to break the habit 
and get away with it.
